Applicant's amendment of claims 3-5, 8,10,1 3-1 5,18,21, 24, 26, 28-42 and the 
addition of new claim 43, in the paper of 9/27/2006, is acknowledged. Claims 1-43 are 
pending and at issue. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group III, claim(s) 24-25, drawn to method of producing a RNA molecule with a 
prokaryotic DNA repair ligase.

The inventions listed as Groups l-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive
